A settled conviction hangs over the Legislature that it is better 
‘to do little this present session. Three weeks is the general predic- 
tion of the length of the present session. Such talk usually opens 
each session, but this year is backed by a general determination to 
make it come true. ; 

But if the California State Federation of Labor, representing 
tens of thousands of voters, presents an orderly and reasonable 
program the law-makers will have a hard time refusing to enact at 
least part of that program, 

Outside of that and other organizations there are thousands of 
people who-wish the Legislature to go forward with new legislation 
‘Pat Will improve the condition and lot of the average citizen of 

In the present program of the California State Federation of 
Labor, there is one demand whose insistence may precipitate a pretty 
fight in the Legislature. 

Tt is the request that farmers and horticulturists now exempt 
from the operation of the Workmen’s Compensation Law be brought 

undder its provision 80 that those maimed and killed on farms and 

in orchards may have the same advantage of those injured in,indus- 
The Labor people have the easy elde of the argument. It is of 
no consolation in itself-to John Smith that he lost his arm on a farm 
in a mowing machine instead of a factory pulley. The pain of John 
Smith, his impaired usefulness and loss of wages is as great in ‘one 
case as in another.. : F 

At present thousands of workers on farms, instead of having the 
advantage of the simple direct means of the Workmen’s Compen- 
gation Law to obtain compensation for their injuries at work, must 
seek the old interminable and costly method of direct suit in court 
often delaying relief long after it is needed. 

The Labor program also adds that occupational disease, injuries 

resulting from the nature of the employment, be recompensed for

„under the Workmen’s Compensation Law. This: would be a far 


reaching measure that certainly would bring out organized oppo- 
sition. 
Demands for free employment bureaus’ stringent regulation of 
private employment agencies and simplified legal procedure for 
the collection of wages may be obtained without much difficulty, 
for the Immigration and Housing Commission and other state agen- 
cies also have been working toward such end. 
But the anti-injunction bill} the abolishment of property quali- 
_ fications and the right of trial by jury in contempt of court cases 
in labor disputes will run a harder gauntlet. 
Important among the demands of the Labor people ‘are the 
restriction of the power of courts to declare a law uneonstitutional, 
. The program of the Labor Federation probably will demand 
that the Attorney General appear in every case where the constitu- 
tionality of a law is at issue.
